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Taxing Our Forests 


Nearly 90 per cent of the Upper Peninsula is forest 
so the public policy on forest taxation is important to 
the progress of tile area. 
Nearly Jo per cent of tile land area of the U.P. is 
owned by tile state and 
federal governments and is 
forest land. The rest is owned by large industrial cor­ 
porations and by small owners in roughly equal propor­ 
tions. 
The pressures for more money for government have 
boosted property taxes in Michigan and have affected 
the forests. 
Michigan has a 15 mill limit on property 
taxes. They can lie raised above til at limit only by vote 
of the people. 
But the valuation of property for taxes 
has increased substantially in recent veals. 
This rise in valuations is not a pure result of the 
need for more taxes, it also reflects a true increase in 
value on many properties and an earlier undervaluation 
on some properties. 
* 
* 
There are several wavs in which taxes on forest 
lands are paid: 
1. The state pays a fixed fee on its lands. 
2. 'I he federal government through the Forest Ser­ 
vice pays 25 per cent of the yield of the forest to the 
local governments in which it is located. 
3. Private and corporate owners pay a property 
tax, or, if they place their lands under the Commercial 
Forest Reserve Act. they pay a low annual tax, plus a 
percentage of the value of the timber cut when it is cut 
The uncertainties of income under the Forest Ser­ 
vice plan and the Commercial Forest Reserve Act need 
remedy if local governments and school districts are to 
operate in an orderly manner. 
And Forum on Re­ 
sources of Upper Michigan suggests that there should 
also be a public accounting of the responsibility of the 
state and federal governments for support of local gov­ 
ernment where they hold large forest areas in the name 
of the public.

A woman 55 to 75, for evam- 
plo, needs an average of I.KOO 
calories a day — or the same 
amount as a four-year-old! 
3. Be sure to get adequate 
calcium, Vitamin C and pro­ 
tein. Studies show that older 
people have a tendency to de­ 
crease these important protec­ 
tive foods and maintain a high 
cereal dict. 
4. Enjoy your food. Resist 
the temptation to acquire no­ 
tions about food — such as 
thinking a food doesn’t “agree” 
with you anymore, the special­ 
ist 
recommends. 
Indigestion 
may be psychological, she says. 
It may result from a situation 
rather than from the food it­ 
self. If you would enjoy food, 
be relaxed and free from ten­ 
sion. 
5. Keep fluid intake at a 
high level. Dr. Morris points 
out that young tissues actually 
contain more than older tissues.

pand its Flint campus to a four- 
year operation next fall. 
The report recommended ex- 
oansion of community colleges 
into a statewide program em ­ 
bodying 29 districts. 
It also: 
Said a four-year institution is 
needed in the Saginaw-Bay City- 
MidJand area. 
Smaller Schools Grow 
Said medical enrollments at 
U-M and Wayne State should be 
increased before a medical pro­ 
gram 
is offered at Michigan 
State. 
Encouraged 
higher 
enroll­ 
ments at the six sm aller state

crease of 49 per cent by 1975.

Improvements costing more 
than $13.6 million will be made 
to the Soo’s freight car and 
locomotive fleets and fixed fac­ 
ilities during 1965, Leonard H. 
Murray, president, announces. 
The 1965 improvement pro­ 
gram includes more than $11 
million in capital expenditures. 
The program is the largest un­ 
dertaken by the Soo in any 
year since the company was 
formed by merger in 
1961. 
Included in the program are 
359 new freight cars, major up­ 
grading work on 392 existing 
cars, and 6 new high-horse- 
power locomotive 
units. 
The 
program includes major addi­
